As to the Diſtance of # laces, I muſt defire 
the Reader ro rake Norice, that I have followed 
no Book whatſoever, not in one place, but have 
meaſured *em every one my ſelf, according to 
the beſt A1aps T could: procure 3 the Niles | al- 
ways make uſe of, being exaRtly the 6oth parr 
of a Degree in the /Aquator, which will moſtly 
agree with our common computed Miles. Not- 
withſtanding my own meaſuring, I cannot always 
promiſe the Reader certainty, 1. Becauſe the beſt 
Maps have many Faults, and particularly thoſe 
of Greece, Servia, and other Parts of | Turkey , 
as all modern Travellers complain of 3. but thoſe 
of the Low-Countries, France, and Germany might 
be rruer, if the Ingravers were not ſohaſty, and 
would keep cloſer ro their Coptes. And, 2. Be- 
cauſe in the meaſuring, I may poſſibly ſometimes 
have miſtaken in Mite in Twenty, which 1 look 
upon as no great Fault. Another thing I adver- 
tiſe the Reader of, is, The Diſtances are not ta- 
ken according to Roads or Highways, but ac- 
cording to the Situation in Maps, as to Longitade 
and Latitude; and I never reckon, two Places 
the 
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the farther off, for having Rivers,. Labes, Seas, 
or Muntains between. 

I (hew the Diftance of a Place fometimes from 
three. or four others, fomerimes more, and: ſome- 
times Teſs 3 if ir be an ordinary Place, the Dj- 
ftance is fomerimes given oaly from one City, if 
that be of great Nore 3 as, offia from Rome, and 
Bavay from: Mons 3; ſometimes from rwo Cities, 
as, Nruille from Mons and ls. The Dis 
ſtance of great Cities ( I mean-the chief of Pro- 
vinces, and ſome orhers that are yeckoned of the 
Second Rank _) are moſt commonly givew from 
thoſe 'of equa] Note, or the ſame Rank, though 
ar 2 good- mi&e, and allo from the Aferropo- 
lis of the Countrey, though never. ſo far off; as: 
for Inſtance, Mantxra in Daly, and Aunfter in 
Germany ; bur for the Chief of a Comntry, as Lone 
den, Vienna, Paris, and Conftantinople, the Diſtance 
is given from "thoſe,. and only rhoſe of the ſame 
Rank ; as in London the Diſtance is given from: 
all rhe chief Cities in Ewropez and Views, the 
Diſtance is given from Buda, Cracow, Rome, Am- 
fterdam, Paris, London, and Conſtantinople ; fo like-- 
wiſe the reſt. 


For the Longitude and Latitude of Places, T. 
maſt acquaint che Reader, that I have calculated 
'tm all according ro F. de Wits neweſt Maps; 
ſo that by the help of choſe Maps, any Place 
may he found with great eaſe and quickneſs: 
ſomerimes perhaps F may have miſtaken Minate 
or two. The firſt Meridian, according to him, 
hegins ar Teneriff, one of rhe Canary Tflands 
bur in Sz1fon's and Berry's Maps, the firſt _

If this Book ſhould fall into the Hands of ſome 
that da not know what Longitude and Latimuls 
is, this is to let 'em know, that in all Maps, the 
trop is the North, the bottom the South, the right 
hand the Eaſt, and the left the Weſt; C or ar 
leaſt ſhould be ſo) the Diſtance from the Weſt 
tothe Eaſt, is Longitude 3 and from the South to 
North, is Latitude; all which may be eafily ſeen 
by rhe Figures that are in the Sides, Tops and 
Botroms of every Map.

That all theſe things that I have ſpoke of, might 
be cafily pur into ſo ſmall a Volume, and char it 
might want nothing thar could with any proba- 
bility,ſarisfie any curious Enquirer,l have explained 
all things by Abbreviations and Figures, and with a 
Charafer for thar Purpoſe: So thar if every thing 
had been done at length, the Book muſt have been 
at leaſt three eimes as large 3 which would have 
made it of far leſs Uſe, and loſt it much of the 
Original Deſign, which was Multum in Parvo. 

In ſhorr, all things are ſo well ordered, and 
Subjeft and Deſign ſo good , that I could nor
